We have some line times 
while we have it not so good at times. 

( There Is talk of the war coming to 
an end soon. I think the old Kaiser 
will have to hand in’hls checks soon 
and call it a bad Job, for they cannot 
stand the Sammle's cold steel/ 

They are drilling us very hard now 
—about eight hours a day. The army 
is the place to make a man; the only 
thing that bothers me is to he tied 
down. . We haven't very much free¬ 
dom, although we have several things 1 time.
